Request  for  CISM  Presence  at  the  Gold  King  Mine  Site,  Durango,  CO 


Per  the  request  from  the  Incident  Area  Commander,  David  Ostrander,  Region  VII  is 
requesting  the  EPA’s  CISM  Team  to  deploy  and  provide  CISM/PEER  Support.  The 
HQ  CISM  Coordinator  and  Region’s  VIITs  CISM  are  currently  formulating  a CISM 
Response  Team  to  deploy  to  the  Incident  Area  Command  Center  in  Durango,  CO.  The 
Team  will  provide  CISM  for  Emergency  Responders  for  stress  related  health 
concerns.
